wide speaking tour 
for the peace 


treaty, declared in an address here 
today that his purpose was to "go 
out and report to my fellow coun- 
trymen." 


"The only people I owe any re- 
port," said the president, "are you 
and the other citizens of the United 
States " 


The president said it also seemed 


"increasingly 
necessary" 
that he 
should make such a report, because 
he had read many speeches about 
the treaty and was unable to gather 
from them much of what the treaty 
contained. 


Speaking to a crowd which Jam- 


med Memorial hall, whose seating 
capacity was estimated at 4,000, the 
president's declarations frequently 
wasx interrupted by cheers 
The meeting was presided over by 
Dr. W. O. Thompson, president of the 
Ohio State university, and the presi- 
dent was introduced by Former Gov- 
ernor James F Campbell, as "the 
first citizen of the big round world " 


Mr. Wilson began by saying that 
he had "chafed at the confinement! 
of Washington" and was glad to get 
out to make his report to the peo- 
ple. 
„ 


In the first place, the president 
said, the treaty undertook to punish 
Qermany, but that there was no 
thought to overwhelmingly crush 
any great people. 
"Restraint had been exercised," he 
said, and there was provision, for 
making the reparation no greater 
than Germany could pay. 


Slap at Senate. 
Mr. Wilson said he had been "as- 
tonished" at statements made about 
the treaty and was convinced many 
of them were made by men who had 
not read it or else failed to compre- 
hend- its meaning. 
The- league- of 
nations, the president declared, was 
formed in fulfillment of the promise 
that the United States was fighting 
this war to "end business of that 
sort" forever. Not to establish the 
league, he said, would be to be "un- 
faithful" to those who have died. 
"If we do not do this thing," he 


declared, 
"we have neglected 
the 
central Covenant we promised our 
people. The league of nations is the 
only thing that can prevent recur- 
rence of this catastrophe." 
Besides this, the president contin- 


ued, the treaty "tears away" th« 
chains of oppression and gave small 
nationalities the right to live their 
own lives. 


"That," he said, "was the American 


position and I was glad to flght for 
it." 
, 


Italy, the president continued, had 


presented to the conference a con- 
trary proposal in her request for 
Fiume. 


Though there were only scattered 
Italian settlements there, he declared, 
Italy wanted Fiume for strategic and 
mrlitaiy purposes. If there were a 
league of nations, he asserted, Italy 
would not need that foothold. 


"I'd rather have everybody on my 
side," he continued, "than be armed 
to the teeth " 


Referring to criticism that the 
treaty violated American traditions, 
Mr. Wilson said he was proud that he, 
too, 
belonged to the 
'V>ld revolu- 
tionary school" and that he was foi. 
lowing the purposes of the vision 
which the fathers had seen. 


To Set Europe Right, 


"This treaty is an attempt to right 


the wrongs of Europe," said the 
president, "and in my humble opinion 
it is a measurable success." 


He used the word ''measurable", he 
added, because racial lines were not 
always distinct and could not be 
drawn with absolute precision on a 
map. 


That was why, he said, some of the 
boundary lines were left to be de- 
cided later by the people themselves. 
The treaty, he declared, was "shot 
through with the American principle 
of the choice of the governed." 


The treaty also contained, the pres- 
ident continued, "a magna charta. of 
labor," which would set up an inter- 
national labor organization. 
This 
organization, he said, would hold its 
first meeting in Washington in Octo- 
ber, "whether the treaty ig ratified 
by then 'Of^not." 


The labor section, Mr, Wilson said, 
"provided what should have been 
provided long ago." 


It fulfilled the tardy realization of 
statesmen, he said, that there could 
Me no good government or peace un- 
less the people themselves were sat- 
isfied.

BAKEEIZED EFFICIENCY. 


Eleven thousand automobiles exposed to the

Testimony given the house special com- 
mittee at Washington, now investigating war 
department affairs, was to the effect that at one 
point in Maryland such_ number of automobiles 
was assembled, some of them crated and others 
not crated, but all them going the way such 
property inevitably must go when exposed and 
neglected.

neglected or committed to bonfires. It is a sad 
and expensive commentary on the methods ,of 
Secretary Baker, who was described by President 
Wilson as a having a passion for efficiency. 
When the war really is over and the fragments 
gathered and expense accounts finally footed, it 
will be found that the extravagance in expen- 
diture, the waste in materials and the destruc- 
tion of property that somehow could have been 
salvaged will amount up to a total going into 
billions. The necessities of war beget high costs 
and even extravagance, but neither this country 
nor any other has ever beheld such a saturnalia 
of waste as has marked Secretary Baker's con- 
duct'of the war department. From prodigious 
overcharges for getting the home cantonments 
built and launching the scandalous and futile 
airplane program down to the destruction of 
American property in France and the neglect of 
war materials here at home, the course of the war 
department has seemed to be to spend two dol- 
lars where one would answer. 
What the war 


department means to do with thousands upon 
thousands of automobiles, auto trucks and other 
transport equipment remaining useless on its 
hands appears to be known to no one. But it is 
rusting and decaying and with its decay goes a 
dead waste of money. Twenty billions as our 
part of the war bill may seem high, but it can 
be accounted for by the recklessness of the war 
department with the money the people lent and 
must pay back to themselves.

A POETENT OF DANGER. 


An outbreak of influenza in the St. Vincent's 


Catholic orphans' home in this city is a portent 
of danger. This is the more such a portent since 
it transpires that a considerable number of those 
already afflicted in the present outbreak passed 
through similar illness during the great influenza 
epidemic last fall, winter and spring. There fol- 
lows from this fact the conclusion that a victim 
of the scourge does not gain immunity from his 
experience, as is the case in some other infectious 
diseases, but may readily succumb to a second in 
vasion of the influenza germ, though a subsequent 
postration may be less severe than in the first in- 
stance. The lesson of it is that no person who 
survived an attack of influenza ia last season's 
epidemic should take immunity for granted and 
neglect any of the precautions that general ex- 
perience and scientific knowledge lay down as 
essential. 


There are isolated reports of influenza flaring 


up again and for us here, as everywhere, they 
should hang out the danger signals. The season 
is at hand when we may look for recurrence of 
the scourge that last year, beginning in early 
autumn, swept the country with heavy misfor 
tune. While it is true that medical men appre- 
hend the disease may the coming winter prove 
of less malignant type than last winter, there 
can be no surety of that. The best hostage for 
the public health will lie in timely measures to 
meet and check the scourge at its start. Thai 
there may be something like general and uniform 
measures for the entire country is an encourag- 
ing prospect, but even that cannot at its best be 
made to serve for local recourses and persona 
care. Each of us can do much for his own se- 
curity and the protection of those about him 
and this is the sort of vigilance that will accom 
plish much for affective intervention. 


The ravages of influenza during the feu 


months it raged at its fiercest cost America more 
lives than the great war in Europe. Indeed, the 
deaths rolls from some of the great camps ant1 
cantonments were more tragic than the casualty

One yeast 
cake, mixed to fluid consistence with 
cold water, milk, fruit Juice or any 
beverage, may be taken after each of 
two or three meals daily for several 
weeks.

harm. It seems to improve digestion

Tho Hygienic Heating System, 
What kind of a heating system 


would you recommend for a small 
frame house? We are building and 
we have several young children. Is 
hot air, hot water or steam heating 
best? (R. B.) 


ANSWER—Hot air is best, in mr 
opinion, provided the intake comes 
from outside. Furnaces which re- 
ceive air from Inside the house or in- 
side the cellar are not hygienic. In 
my opinion. Hot air heating works 
best when there is good ventilation, 
whereas hot water or steam heating 
is most satisfactory when ventilation 
is not free. This applies to the small 
dwelling. Hot air heating does not 
suffice for large buildings, and hy- 
gienically I know of no preference 
between hot water and steam for 
heating such buildings.

CHURUBUSCO, Ind.. Sept. 
4.— 


The Churubusco schools have been re- 
organized under a new plan called the 
"Six and Six" system, usually called 
the ^'Junior High School." Only one 
other township school 
in Whltley 


county has adopted this plan. 
The seventh and eighth grades now 


became part of the high school, 
though of necessity, not seated in the 
assembly room. 
The high school 
consists of the seventh, eighth, ninth, 
tenth, eleventh and twelfth years. 
This plan bridges over the gap that 


has always existed between the com- 
mon branches and the high school. 
The pupil will feel no strangeness 
when he eoines to the real high 
school work. The eighth grade pu- 
pils do not take an examination to 
become eligible to enter grade nine, 
but are advanced by subject by the 
principal and teachers. Their eligi- 
bility will not depend upon making a 
passing grade in Jists of mere or less 
inane questions but upon their ability 
to carry the work of the next grade. 
Pupils are offered a greater variety 
of subjects and interests than under 
the old program. 
Those who leave 


school before completing the course 
have the advantage of getting more 
provocations) training. This change 
is a step in the direction of meeting 
the needs of the people of our com- 
munity. 


All prospective high school students 


will find it to their advantage to en- 
ter the Churubusco schools and are 
urged to do so. County Superintend 
ent Fleck and Trustee Anderson are 
endeavoring to make the schools the 
peer of any in the county. Follow- 
ing is the revised court of study: 
Grave seven—English '(literature, 


language, grammar, spelling) 6 pe- 
riods a week; arithmetic, 4 periods; 
history and community civics. 5 pe- 
riods a week; geography, 4 periods a 
week; physical training and hygiene 
(including sex hygiene), 2 periods a 
week; drawing and music, 4 periods 
a week; agricultural arts or house- 
hold arts, 6 periods a week. 
Grade eight—English, 5 periods a 


week; arithmetic, 3 periods a week; 
history and community civics, 5 pe- 
riods a week; general science (in- 
cluding physiology), 
5 periods a 
week, physical training and hygiene 
(including sex hygiene), 2 periods a 
week; drawing and music, 4 periods 
a week; agriculture of industrial arts 
or household arts, 6 periods a week.

WASHINGTON1, D. C.. Sept. 4.— 
For the third time since the birth of 
the republic, fhe national capital will 
welcome home a conquering hero 
and victorious troops, when General 
John J. Pershing and the famous 
First division of reeulars parade here 
about September 20. 


This victory parade will be t*1" 
greatest military spectacle the capi- 
tal has witnessed since the reception 
accorded Admiral Dewey when he 
returned after sinking the Spanish 
armada in Manila harbor without the 
loss of a single man. 


Officially sl<rnalizine the close of 
the great world war. the celebration 
will be an epoch-making affair in the 
history of Washington. Elnbor.ite 
plans are being made by the war 
department and 
a rommittep 
ff 
Washingtonians for the gala day. It 
is intended that the people of the 
United States shall have the "fir^t 
and only opportunity to witness th» 
power of a division equipped and 
ready for battle." 
The boys of the 
First division will march with full 
equipment, including not only artil- 
lery and machine gun units, but even 
all the details of transportation and 
medical 
organization. 
In 
other 


words, it will be a first class modern 
fighting unit ready for action, and 
therefore very different from the old- 
fashioned military parade in full 
dress. 
The exact date for the celebration 
has not yet been definitely fixed. A 
sort of preliminary parade will be 
held in New York city soon after the 
debarkation of the entire division, 
which will be billeted at Camps Mer- 
ritt and Mills. It is expected that the 
entire personnel will have arrived in 
this country by September 10, and 
that the New York pageant will take 
place a few days later. Major Gen- 
eral Shanks, commander of the port 
of debarkation at Hoboken, N. J., 
.will set the date for the parade. 


Following- the festivities in New 


<STork, the division will begin its 
movement to Washington. 
All ani- 
mals and vehicles will be sent by 
train during a period of several days. 
Then the boat with the devision per- 
sonnel will move a day or so before 
the big parade. 
General Pershing is scheduled to 
land in New York sometime around 
September 10, in which event he will 
be on hand to take part in the New 
York pageant. Whether he will ride 
at the head of the troops in Wash- 
ington or oect//y a place in the re- 
viewing stand with President Wil- 
son has not yet been determined. His 
personal wishes will be consulted in 
this matter. 
For the first time since the civil 
war a combatant division of troops 
will be encamped in the environs of 
this historic city. Potomac park, 


back of the white house, will be one 
of the concentrating points of the 
division. The men will camp there 
the night before the parade. It has 
been suggested that the division re- 
main here a day or so after the cele- 
bration, during which time it could 
be inspected by sightseers. 


Early on the morning of the pa- 
rade, the 28,000 men of the division 
will march to southwestern Washing- 
ton, where the units will fall in line 
in their respective order as the col- 
umns near the Peace monument, at 
the foot of Capital hill 
Although no 


definite route of march haa been 
mapped out, it is believed that the 
paiade will start at the Peace mon- 
ument and pass along Pennsylvania 
avenue, which is one of the widest 
thoroughfares in the woild, to the 
reviewing stand to be erected m front 
of the white house. 
From 
early 


morning until past evening on the 
day of the parade, Washington will 
present the appearance of a great 
mobilization point. 
All day long 


columns of marching soldiers, horse- 
drawn and motorized transportation 
will move back and forth along the 
streets of the capital. 


One of the features of the parade 


will be the gun which fired the first 
shot of war for the Americans. It is 
the property of the First division. At 
the present time it is at West Point, 
where it was brought a couple of 
months back as one of the most cov- 
eted souvenirs of the war. 


There will be a court of honor and 


triumphal arch opposite the white 
house. The gallant troops will pass 
under this arch a few yards from the 
point where they will be reviewed 
by the president, his cabinet and 
members of the diplomatic corps. 
Stands will be erected along Penn- 
sylvania avenue 
for 
out-of-town 
guests. Already Washington hotels 
are being literally deluged with tele- 
grams by people who will come to 
see the striking spectacle. The town 
will be elegantly decorated and the 
president will declare a holiday for 
all the departments. 


As the heroes of ^olssons, St. Mlhiel 


and other important battles pass in 
review before the president, another 
scene of the days of '65 will be re- 
called to the old-timers who wit- 
nessed the review of Grant's army. 
On the 23rd day of May of that year, 
the Army of the Potomac, and on the 
next 
day Sherman's armv th^t 


marched to the sea, paraded here, 
marking; the termination ot the civil 
war. Those who remember say that 
for hours on both days the "boys in 
blue" swept through the 
capital 
while hundreds of bands made the 
air ring with patriotic music. 


More than 200,000 veteran troops 


who had fought in every battle of the 
civil war, commanded by the leading 
northern generals, were reviewed by 
their commander. Lieutenant Gen- 
eral Grant, President Johnston and 
his cabinet, dignitaries of our own 
"and other countries and by the 
throng of citizens who came from all 
parts of the north. 


The night before the firat tt? *f 
the celebration, the Army of the Po- 
tomac camped In the capital. 
It 


rained and the men were wet and. 
dreary, but as the day dawned the 
clouds disappeaied and the capital 
looked like a large military camp. 
There were brigades marching at 
route step, bivouac fires around 
which 
giuiip* 
\veie eating their 


breakfast, orderly sergeants insisting 
in very rough language upon the use 
of sandpaper on muskets already 
bright, 
musicians rehearsing 
old 


tunes, and little drummer boys brac- 
ing drums half as high as themselves. 


General Meade rode at the head of 


the troops. The reviewing stand was 
in front of the white house, and it 
took about six hours for the parade 
to pass. As each bridage commander 
saluted, 
President Johnson would 
rise and lift his hat. General Grant 
sat during the whole time, except 
that he would occasionally make 
some commendatory remark as a 
gallant officer or brave regiment 
passed. 


On the second day of the celebra- 


tion 
the 
troops 
who 
marched 
"through Georgia" under Sherman 
were reviewed. General Sherman, by 
granting amnesty to Joe Johnson's 
confederate army, had incurred the 
displeasure of Secretary of War Stan- 
ton, 
who tried to prevent Sherman 


from leading his men in the parade. 
But the secretary was frustrated in 
his efforts, and Sherman rode at the 
head of his columns. After passing 
the reviewing stand. General Sher- 
man wheeled to the left, dismounted, 
and joined the reviewing party. He 
shook hands cordially with Presi- 
dent Johnson and General Grant, but 
when Secretary Stanton advanced 
with outstretched hand he refused to 
greet him and remarked that "I do 
not care to shake hands with-clerks." 
Returning to the valorous First di- 


vision, It is interesting to note that 
the first units left the United States 
June 14, 1917, and the entire divi- 
sion was in France by July 2. The 
division has an enviable record. 
It 


was the first division in France: first 
in sector; first to fire a shot at the 
Germans; first to attack; first to con- 
duct a raid; first to be raided; first to 
capture prisoners; first to inflict cas- 
ualties; first to suffer casualties; first 
to be cited in general orders; first in 
number of division; corps and army 
commanders and general staff offi- 
cers from its personnel. 
The division suffered 23,974 cas- 
ualties: 300 of its men won the Dis- 
tinguished Service Cross: it captured 
165 officers and 6,304 men, numer- 
ous machine guns, pieces of artillery 
of all calibers, and a great quantity 
of supplies. 
So, naturally. It has 
been selected to signalize the tri- 
umphant return of \ the American 
army from its victories in the battle- 
fields of France and Flanders.

Maurice E. McLoughlin, the California Comet, made his first appear- 


ance in Davis Cup matches in 1909, when he fell before both Norman 
Brookes and A. F. Wilding. He fell before Brookes again in 1911 and 
in 1913 he was toppled by Wilding in the English championship. A year 
later, in 1914, the Comet made his last stand and obtained a long-delayed 
revenge by upsetting both Brookes and Wilding within three days, one 
of the greatest lawn tennis achievements on record. The last aland 
against the two great Australians marked the crest of his game. 


In the great human melodrama, "Youth Isn't the Entire Show," Ed- 


ward V. Cicotte started his career with Augusta, Ga., the same season 
that Norman E. Brookes entered his flret Davis Cup match. That was 
1905,

Stick With Your Proposition. 


"When trying to borrow money it 


will not do to become discouraged too 
easily. 
If you know you've got a

Sometimes 
what doesn't look at all good to one 
man will look like a good proposition 
to another, and all bankers are human 
beings. 


"Of course, successful use of bor- 


rowed money takes good business 
judgment. If you're not a good busi- 
ness man, you'd better leave borrowed 
money alone. I always try to buy 
stock when the market is right The 
amount of profit that I make depends 
largely upon my judgment of the 
market. I've not always been suc- 
cessful. I've lost money on stock lots

News From Indiana Farms 


Through the work of County Agent 


C. A. Buechner, of Laporte, the 
county fair there this year will have 
by far the largest exhibit of pure- 
bred cattle ever shown at it. There 
will be 60 head of Shorthorns, 10 
Angus, 13 Jerseys, 30 Holsteins, 8 
Guernseys and 6 Red Polled cattle. 
The use of labor-saving devices, such 
as lime and fertilizer spreaders, mul- 
tiple hitches and all sorts of machin- 
ery to save labor, will be the feature 
of the county agent's exhibit at the 
fair. 


Considerable interest in the use of 


ground limestone is being- aroused In 
Ripley county by County Agent Cal- 
vin Griffith, who tests the soil for 
acidity as he visits the farms. This 
work, done in the presence of the 
farmer, readily convinces him of the 
necessity of ground limestone, if the 
soil is acid, and most of it is. As a 
result of this work, several farmers 
in the past week or two have banded 
together and purchased a limestone 
crusher which will be used in grind- 
ing local deposits of the stone which 
have been found 
work.

versity only 10 to 18 per cent, of the 
hens were found to be culled. Better 
feeding methods used on the record 
farms showed big results in egg pro- 
duction and better flocks generally. 


A census of Union county shows 


more than 200 farm homes lighted 
either the electric or acetylene way, 
County Agent M. A. Nye reports. 
This shows how rapidly farm light- 
ing systems are being placed on the 
farm, when a few years ago there 
was none in operation in the county, 
according to one of the leading farm- 
ers. The users of one make of the 
lighting systems recently were guests 
at a picnic of the company and sev- 
eral arranged to obtain electric suc- 
tion water systems for their farms. 


Fifty of the 135 persons who re- 


cently attended the four poultry cul- 
ling demonstrations in Rush county, 
signed cards agreeing to cull their 
own flocks and report the results to 
the poultry department of Purdue 
university of to County Agent M. F. 
Detrick. 


Members of the Boys' Pig club in 


Henry county at the fair there re- 
cently not only won first places in 
the class for club boys' pigs, but 
also "cleaned up" the open classes, 
frequently defeating the grownups. 


Ivan Prather, a Madison county 


club member, who won first and 
fourth places with his two Angus 
calves at the Middletown fair, will 
show in the boys' and girls' club 
classes at the Indiana State fair. His 
calf will be entered as a junior year- 
ling. County Agent H.'S. Agster re- 
ports.

Outing August, the first month dur- 
ing which the poultry culling dem- 
onstrations conducted by the poul- 
n y division of the Purdue extension 
depaitment was staged, four demon- 
strations were held in each of 3» 
counties with an average attendance 
of 40 people at each of the meetings, 
bringing a total number of Indi- 
viduals who saw und leained how to 
,-ull close to 5,000. 
An average or 


100 hundred birds were examined 
ind the slackers thrown out at each 
meeting. The results have been high- 
ly satisfactory to those who were 
foitunate enough to witness one or 
the demonstrations. 


These demonstrations are the first 


on the schedule of the department to 
include all the counties in the state 
requesting demonstrations and so far 
have been held largely in the south- 
ern part of the state. It is the plan 
of those in charge to cover the north- 
ern part of the state In a campaign 
to start the first of September. A. 
G. Philips, L L. Jones, C. W. Car- 
rick and L. H. Schwartz are the lour 
men in the poultry 
division who 


have been actively engaged in the 
work during the past month and re- 
sults which they have obtained in 
the communities where they have 
worked indicate that farmers and 
their wives and 
frequently their 


children are interested in knowing 
the proper method of detecting tne 
non-laying hen and eliminating her 
from the flock. 
It has been 
found tha,t farmers 


over the state generally are inclined 
to keep hens in their flocks during 
the winter when these birds have 
stepped laying during the summer 
and would simply be retained as 
boarders during the months when 
eggs are expensive and every hen 
should be producing them. 
Ignor- 


ance as to the proper methods to em- 
ploy in weeding out these members 
of the flock has 
been the reason 


why many of them have been al- 
lowed to remain where they might 
live on the charity of their owners. 
The only sure way the farmer had of 
knowing whether or not a hen was 
a layer was by the trap nest system, 
but as this involved the expenditure 
of too much time and trouble on the 
part of the average farmer, slacKer 
hen was usually never detected and 
she was allowed to remain with the 
rest of the flock. However, with the 
coming of the culling system inaug- 
urated by the poultry department ot 
Purdue a ne\y method was imt into 
use whereby the observance of a rew 
facts and a knowledge of a few gen- 
eral principles made it possible for a 
poultryman to decide whether or not 
a hen wag a layer. By teaching the 
farmers over the state these prin- 
ciples and showing them how to do 
the actual work in the culling cam- 
paigns, the university has made it 
possible for any farmer to cull his 
own flock. 


That the campaign this far has 


been a big success and the demon- 
strations have given 
the farmers 


some valuable information is shown 
by the reports which are being re- 
ceived from the various people on 
whose farms the meetings were held. 
Charles N. Blackman, a farmer at 
Martinsburg, in Washington county, 
reports that before his flock was 
culled it contained 205 White Leg- 
horns. 
After the birds had been 


gone over by the man conducting the 
demonstration, 148 were saved and 
57 were thrown out as non-produc- 
ing hens. 
During the next seven 


days both grdups of hens were given 
the same feed and care and during 
that time those retained as layers 
produced 555 eggs, while the 57 culls 
did- not lay an egg. P. L. Martin, of 
Clark county, saved 96 hens and 
culled 25 out of a flock of Plymouth 
Rocks. 
During the seven days fol- 


lowing the separation, the 96 birds 
laid 172 eggs, while the 26 culls pro- 
duced one egg. 


County Agricultural 


Mann, of Clark county, reports that 
during the four demonstrations held 
in that county approximately 562 
hens were culled. An average at- 
tendance of 64 persons was present 
at each meeting and he reports that 
the demonstrations were helpful and 
valuable to the farmers of that com- 
munity.

FIRMER USES LIME STONE; 


RAISES CROP FROM SAND 


TOUNOSTOWN. Ind. Sept. 4.— 


John Klug of Honey Creek township, 
Vigo county, finished a lime and 
clover demonstration under the di- 
rection of County Agent H. J. Cline- 
bell this summer that proved to Mr. 
Klug that an application of ground 
limestone is the first important step 
in the redeeming of worn out soil 
and soil upon which clover can not 
be grown successfully. 
This dem- 


onstration was started In the fall of 
1917. 


The ground limestone was applied 


to the wheat ground soon after it 
was plowed. Two tons were used 
per acre on this demonstration. The 
wheat was seeded without commer- 
cial fertilizer. The clover seed was 
sown in the wheat the spring of 1918 
with a disc grass seeder. There was 
a good stand of clover on all parts 
of the field during the spring of 
1918, 
but the extremely dry weather 


of July and August killed all the 
young clover on the unlimed por- 
tion of the Held while that upon the 
limed portion withstood the drought 
well. 


This summer Mr. Klug cut and 


put up three and one-fourth tons of 
cured hay per acre from that por- 
tion of the field that had been limed. 
On the unlimed portion of the field 
he had nothing but weeds. The cost 
per acre of the application of lime- 
stone was $3.44 not counting the cost 
of the labor for applying. 
At the 


time Mr. Klug made this hay he 
could have marketed it for $18 to 
$20 per ton. 
After all expenses of 


harvesting the crop were deducted 
and the cost of the entire applica- 
tion of limestone was subtracted he

which clover was grown on a high 
sand ridge where it had not been 
grown for years.

recently and good profits were real- 
ized by almost all the young own- 
ers. One boy sold his calf for $290 
more than she cost him. 


Eleven samples of limestone in the 
county have been tested and found 
to have a neutralizing power of 98 to 
100 per cent. This is material that 
the farmers have heretofore consid- 
ered worthless as fertilizer. 


Prosperity In Hog-Harvesting. 


Practically every farmer can 


plant and cultivate a larger acre- 
age than he can harvest. 
When the harvest season comes 


he is overworked. 
Also, he has to depend on tran- 


sient labor which, many times, is 
bothersome and unreliable. 


And, after all, a considerable 


portion of the crop may have to 
go t° waste because it can not be 
gathered in time. 
The hog, helped out by cattle 
and sheep when practicable, is an 
excellent labor equalizer. 
He harvests the corn crop more 


efficiently than the transient farm 
hand can be expected to do it—and 
does not have to be superintended 
by the owner of the farm. 
He is equally efficient in har- 


vesting rye, or clover, or alfalfa, or 
soy beans, or cow peas. 
When the farmer makes use of 


the co-operative quality of the 
hog he has more time for essential 
tasks, more time to look out for 
his own health and happiness and 
that of his family, makes more 
money on the year's 
operations, 
and has better ground for the next 
year's crops. 


The farm that depends on tran- 


sient laborers as harvestrs is like- 
ly to grow poorer year by year. 
The farm that uses hogs as har- 
vesters is certain to grow more 
fertile with every crop.

HOW MANY HENS? 


The size of the flock which can be 


most efficiently kept will depend first 
of all upon the space available, and, 
secondly, upon the amount of table 
scraps or other waste which is avail- 
able for feed. It is a mistake to try 
to overstock the available space. Bet- 
ter results will be obtained from a- 
few hens in a small yard than from 
a larger number. The backyard poul- 
try flock rarely will consist of over 
20 or 25 hens, and in many cases of 
not more than 8 or 10, or occasionally 
of only 3 or 4. For R flock of 20 to 25 
hens a space of not less than 25 by 30 
feet should be available for a yard. 
Where less space is available the size 
of the flock should be reduced, alllow- 
ing on the average 20 to 30 square 
feet per bird. A few hens are some- 
times kept successfully with a smal- 
ler yard allowance than thii, but if 
the space is available a yard of the 
Size indicated should be used.

The above table shows the results 


of the fertilizer demonstrations con- 
ducted i nthe wheat fields of Allen 
County this year by County Agricul- 
tural Agent H. R. Smalley. The fig- 
ures show the difference in yield of 
fertilized and 
unfertilized soil. 
In 


conducting the demonstrations, Mr. 
Smalley compared the yield on an 
acre of fertilized land with the yield 
on an unfertilized acre in the midst 
of the field. A comparison of 
the 


yields furnished 
sufficient proof of 


the value and ultimate economy of 
the use of suitable fertilizers. 


By averaging the yields given in 


the table it will be found that the av- 
erage yield on a fertilized acre of 
ground was 18.9 bushels while on an 
unfertilized acre this amount was but 
10.6 bushels, 
therefore that 


It may be reasoned 
on an average acre 


yielding 10.6 bushels of grain, an ap- 
plication of 200 pounds of fertilizer 
would have increased the yield to 
18.9 bushels—a gain of 8.3 busheelB, 
and which would have far more than 
paid tor the requisite fertilizer, 
Greatest contrasts tn the field on 


the fertilized 
and unfertilized 
soil 


were apparent on the farms of Lewis 
Felger, in Lake township, Cyrus Mil- 
ler, Pleasant township, and William 
Boyer in Aboit township, all Miarm 
Clay loam. In the first instance an 
application of 200 pounds of 0-16-0 
increased the yield from 9.2 bushels 
on the unfertilised plot to'28.1 on the 
fertillted land. 
On the Miller farm 


the yield on the unfertilized aore was 
4.2 bushels, while on the land ferti- 
lized with 200 pounds of 2-11-0 to 
the acre the average yield was 13.0 
bushels. A mixed fertilizer, used 200 
pound* to the acre on the Noyer place 
brought a yield of IS.4 per aore, while 
unfertilized soil produced but 
2.1 


bushels per acre. 


The data in the above table wafi 


tabulated at the expense of consider- 
able time and effort on the part of 
the county agent, but will prove of 
great value to farmers of the county 
in determining the proper fertilizer 
to be used next year, and the in-
